The City of Cardiff College of Music and Drama is accom¬ 
modated in Cardiff Castle, which is situated in the centre of the 
City, Teaching rooms, staff rooms, students’ common room, and 
administrative rooms are all available. The Department of Education 
and Science recognises the College as a College of Further Education 
in Music and Drama for Full-course and Part-time students, and 
for the training of Qualified Teachers in Music and in Speech and 
Drama. 

All Welsh Education Authorities grant-aid students pursuing 
Full-time courses at the College. 

The College, which was established in 1949, provides for the 
study of instrumental and vocal music, composition, theoretical 
subjects, and all branches of dramatic art by Full-course and 
Part-time students. During the College Year 1967-68, approximately 
1,000 students attended for tuition. 

Part-time tuition in Music and Drama is also now available for 
juniors between the ages of 11 to 15. 

Facilities are available to study for examinations of recognised 
institutions. 

Students entering for the local examinations of recognised 
examining bodies are examined in the College studios. This facility 
is also extended to those taking the diploma examinations in music 
or drama of Trinity College of Music, London and the Guildhall 
School of Music and Drama. 

Public concerts are given in the city, and annual drama per¬ 
formances are given in Cardiff in addition to tours of plays by the 
College Student Theatre Company in North and South Wales. 
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Department of Music 

FULL COURSES IN MUSIC 

Full courses in music affording complete professional training 
are provided for class teachers, private teachers, and performers. 
Students will receive two individual lessons each of thirty minutes 
in their Principal Study, one lesson of thirty minutes in their Second 
Study, and one lesson of thirty minutes in theory. In addition, they 
will attend classes in such of the following subjects as are deemed 
by the Principal to be suited to their needs:— 

Aural Training, Theory of Music, Harmony, History of 
Music, Analysis and Form, Appreciation of Music, General 
Musicianship, Orchestral Playing, Chamber Music, Choral 
Singing, Opera, Pianoforte Teaching, Singing Teaching, 
Pianoforte Accompaniment, Foreign Languages for Singers, 
Principles of Class Teaching, Psychology, English Language 
and Literature, etc. 

The subject of Second Study will be decided after consultation 
with the Principal. Organ students will not, as a rule, be permitted 
to take pianoforte as Second Study, and the converse will also 
apply. Those taking singing or an orchestral instrument as Principal 
Study will be required to take pianoforte as Second Study. Students 
who wish to take double bass or timpani as Second Study may use 
the College instruments, and from time to time the following 
instruments are available, on free loan: flute, oboe, clarinet, 
bassoon, horn, trumpet, trombone. Advanced students may also 
be permitted to take a Third Study upon the recommendation of the 
Principal. (The organ is not permissible as a Third Study.) 

Three-Year Course of Training for Specialist Teachers of Music 
Qualified Teacher Status 

This Course is for students wishing to be recognised for 
Qualified Teacher Status by the Department of Education and 
Science. 

Applicants for admission to this Course must produce evidence 
that they have attained the minimum standard required for admission 
to Colleges of Education. 

The minimum age for admission to the Course is 18 years 
on 1st October in year of entry. 

The Course will be based on a three-year curriculum which 
will consist of two years of Full-time study in the Music Department 
of the Cardiff College of Music and Drama, followed by a one-year 
Course of Teacher Training at one of nine designated Colleges 
of Education. 

(A brochure, giving further details of this Course, is available 
on application.) 
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Performers and Private Teachers 


For entry into this Course of two or three years duration, 
prospective students are expected to have reached a good standard 
of ability. Grade VII of the Examinations of a recognised examining 
body or a pass in music in the School Certificate or General 
Certificate of Education may be regarded as suitable. These 
requirements may be varied in certain cases. 

Full-Course students who, before entry, have not yet reached the 
highest grade of the examinations of the Associated Board, Trinity 
College of Music, London, or similar institution will be required to 
take such examinations during their Course at the College before 
entering for their diploma examinations. 

A joint scheme for the training of opera singers exists between 
the College and the Welsh National Opera Company. This is a 
five-year course, culminating in apprenticeship to the Welsh 
National Opera Company, the first two years being spent at the 
College and the remainder under the direction of the Opera 
Company. Further particulars of this course can be obtained from 
the College Registrar. 

All Full-course students must give an undertaking to remain 
at the College until the completion of their Course, though their 
fees may be paid each term. For fees, see page 15. 

Full-course students also pay a fee of £3 per year for member¬ 
ship of the College Students’ Union. 
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Department of Drama 

FULL COURSES IN DRAMA 
Performers 

This Course, of two to three years duration, provides tuition 
for the professional stage and for diplomas in drama. The Course 
includes Acting, Movement, Mime and Improvisation, Voice 
Training, Production, Stagecraft, Make-up, Stage Fencing, Stage 
Dancing, History of the Theatre, etc. 

Practical work is carried out at the College, and there is a 
close link with the professional theatre. A comprehensive wardrobe 
also affords students a sound training in costume and a well-equipped 
make-up studio provides facilities in this branch. Arrangements 
are made for groups of students to give practical demonstrations 
of dramatic work. 

All students will be required to take local or diploma examina¬ 
tions of recognised institutions during their course. 

Teachers—Three-Year Course of Training for Specialist Teachers 
of Speech and Drama—Qualified Teacher Status 

This Course is for students wishing to be recognised for 
Qualified Teacher Status by the Department of Education and 
Science. 

Applicants for admission to this Course must produce evidence 
that they have attained the minimum standard required for admission 
to Colleges of Education. 

The minimum age for admission to the Course is 18 years on 
1 st October in year of entry . 

Applicants must give evidence of a good standard of per¬ 
formance at Entrance Audition. 

The Course will be based on a three-year curriculum which 
will consist of two years of Full-time study in the Drama Department 
of the Cardiff College of Music and Drama, followed by a one-year 
Course of Teacher Training at the City of Cardiff College of 
Education. 

At the end of the second year, students will be required to 
enter a final examination in Speech and Drama, both written and 
practical. Candidates who pass this examination will then be 
eligible for admission to the City of Cardiff College of Education 
and during that year they will be expected to attend for one half-day 
a week at the College of Music and Drama for individual practical 
work. Subject to satisfactory completion of the Course at the College 
of Education, students will be recommended to the Department of 
Education and Science for the award of the Speech and Drama 
Teacher’s Diploma. 
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PART-TIME CLASSES—MUSIC 


1. Theory of Music, Aural Training, and Harmony 

Tuesdays, 6 - 7.30 p.m. 

Tutor: Jennie C. Cuthbert, b.a. (wales), dip.ed., l.r.a.m. 

This course will give special attention to Rudiments. It will 
include: Diatonic and Chromatic scales, simple and compound 
times, grouping of notes and rhythmic figures, intervals, trans¬ 
position, the use of the clefs in open score, translation into tonic 
sol-fa, syncopation, ornaments, musical terms, pentatonic and 
whole-tone scales, and the composition of simple melodies. 

The syllabus will include: The recognition of intervals, the 
recognition of major and minor triads and their inversions, the 
construction of melodies and simple two-part passages, the recog¬ 
nition of modulations to related and to extraneous keys, etc. 

The Course will be a practical one and will equip students for 
the requirements in aural training for recognised examinations. 

2. Symphony Orchestra 

Thursdays, 6.30 - 9 p.m. 

Conductor: Walter Gerhardt. 

This orchestra is a full one (strings, woodwinds, brass and 
percussion), and membership is on a selective basis. It is limited 
to approximately fifty-five members who must all have reached a 
good standard of playing and must be prepared to rehearse weekly. 
Occasional vacancies are filled by means of audition by the Vice- 
Principal or Conductor, or by recommendations. The College has 
a comprehensive library of works for string orchestra and for full 
orchestra. String basses and timpani are provided for approved 
players. 

3. Opera Class 

Wednesdays, 7 - 9 p.m. 

Tutor: Gerald Davies. 

The Course has for its aim the training of students in the art 
of Operatic singing and acting. Scenes from opera and/or a complete 
opera will be produced at the end of the Session.

The Junior (Part-time) Departments of the College are open to 
a limited number of boys and girls aged 11 to 15 who may receive 
tuition after the normal school hours or on Saturdays. 

ENROLMENT.—Before enrolling for tuition in either music 
or drama, all prospective Junior students must be interviewed by 
the Principal, or, in the case of music, by the Head of the Depart¬ 
ment of Music. Students may be enrolled upon reaching the 
minimum age of 11 years, provided that vacancies exist. When they 
reach the age of 15 years they will be allowed to transfer to the 
senior departments, if their progress has been satisfactory. 
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PART-TIME INDIVIDUAL TUITION 

Part-time Individual Tuition is given in the subjects specified 
on pages 4 and 5, and in all branches of Speech and Drama. The 
normal length of lesson is 30 minutes. 

Part-time students with little knowledge of theory, harmony or 
aural training are recommended to attend classes in such subjects.

the Principal that they are likely to prove acceptable students, 
and ( b ) that in the case of Part-time students there are vacancies 
in the classes or subjects of individual tuition for which they wish 
to enrol. 

In the case of students living outside Cardiff it is necessary 
to obtain a permit from the Director of Education of their local 
education authority authorising their attendance at the College.

A number of prizes of books and music is awarded annually 
by the College Governors for proficiency and progress in music 
and drama on the result of the College internal examinations held 
in the Summer Term. These prizes are limited to Full-time students. 


DONATED AWARDS 

The Principal's Prize —£5 Os. Od., will be awarded at the end of 
each Summer Term to the student chosen by the Principal as an 
example of good studentship. 

Horace Field Prize —Value £4. Os. Od. This prize will be awarded 
annually to a final year full-time music student, who has shown 
extreme diligence and perseverance in his/her work. 


Piano 

(a) Crane Prize .—This prize, value £5 5s. Od., is awarded by 
Messrs. Crane & Sons Ltd. It is for open competition by 
Full-time or Part-time students, but the latter must have 
attended the College for at least two years. Competitors must 
play two pieces, viz.:—a sonata movement by Beethoven, 
Haydn or Mozart and a study by Chopin. 

(b) Bach Prize .—This prize, value £1 Os. Od., is awarded annually 
by Kenneth Clarke, Esq., for the performance of a work by 
J. S. Bach, not exceeding five minutes in duration. 

(c) Scarlatti Prize. —This prize, value £2 Os. Od., is awarded annually 
by Miss Mary Rees for the best performance of a Scarlatti 
Sonata (own choice). It is open to Full-time and Part-Time 
students. 

(d) Liszt Prize— This Prize, value £2 Os. Od., is awarded annually 
by Miss Constance Haddon, in memory of the late Mr. Henry 
Haddon. It is open to Full-time and Part-time students, for the 
best performance of a Liszt piano work of concert standard 
(own choice). 

(e) Grade Examination Prizes .—Two prizes, donated by Mrs. 
Edith Haddon, each of the value of £1 Os. Od., will be awarded 
annually to the student (Full time or Part-time) gaining the 
highest marks in any grade of the practical Local Examina¬ 
tions of (i) Associated Board, and (ii) Trinity College of Music, 
London, The examination period in each case will be the 
academic year (September to July). 
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(f) Accompanist Prize. —This prize, value £3 Os. Od., is awarded 
annually by Mrs. David Bowen and is open to Full-time and 
Part-time students.

Od., are awarded by 
Mrs. Mabel Linwood Christopher for the best performance of 
Lieder by Schubert, Schumann, Wolf or Brahms. 

One item only is required. One prize is for male singers, the 
the other for female. 

(c) Bach Prizes. —Two prizes, each value £1 Os. Od., are awarded 
annually by Kenneth Clarke, Esq., for performances of works 
by J. S. Bach, not exceeding five minutes in duration. One 
prize is for male and the other for female. 

(d) Mozart Opera Prize. —This prize, value £2 Os. Od., is awarded 
annually by Arthur Manley, Esq., m.b.e., j.p., for the best 
performance of an aria from Mozart opera (own choice). 

(e) Opera Prize. —This prize, value £2 Os. Od., is awarded by 
Redvers Llewellyn, Esq., for the best performance of any 
operatic aria (own choice) not exceeding five minutes in 
duration. 

(/) The Dolan Evans Memorial Prize (Duet).— This prize, value 
£5 Os. Od., is awarded annually by David S. Rowe-Beddoe, 
Esq. for the best perfomance of a duet from an Oratorio or 
Opera (own choice), and is open to all Full-time and Part-time 
students. The winners will also receive an engraved metronome 
which they will hold in safe keeping during the following 
academic year.

(a) The Herbert Ware Silver Cup.— This cup, presented by the 
late Herbert Ware, Esq., is awarded annually to the best 
performer under the age of 21 years on stringed instruments. 
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(b) Louis Cohen Prize. —This prize, value £10 10s. 0d., is awarded 
annually by Louis Cohen, Esq., for the best performance of 
a work by J. S. Bach and is open to any Full-time violin students, 
or in the event of the required standard of work not being 
reached, the prize be awarded to a ’cellist or viola player. 

(c) Hubert Davies Memorial Prize. —This prize, value £5 5s. 0d., 
has been donated by Mrs. Hannah Davies and Miss Bronwen 
Davies and will be awarded to a Full-time String Player giving 
the best performance of a Sonata movement by Beethoven, 
Haydn or Mozart. 


Wind Instruments 

Harold C. Hind Prize. —This prize, value £3 Os. 0d., is awarded 
annually by Dr. Harold C. Hind (the first Principal of this 
College,) to a player on a woodwind or brass instrument who 
is specially recommended for his ability and for his services 
in the College Orchestra. 

Clarinet Prize. —This prize, value £2 Os. 0d., is awarded annually 
by Frederic Clements, Esq., to the student (Full-time or Part- 
time) gaining the highest marks in any grade of the practical 
local examinations of the Associated Board during the Autumn 
and Spring Terms of the Academic Year. 


Drama 

(a) The J. O. Francis Memorial Prize. —This prize, value £5 5s. 0d., 
has been donated by the London Welsh Association to a 
Full-time drama student. It is awarded for the best critical 
research on a Welsh theme or an original play. 

(b) The “ Hesgin ” Prize. —This prize, the gift of T. R. Evans, Esq., 
is given in memory of the late Thomas Owen, m.b.e. (Hesgin). 
It is valued at £1 Os. Od. and will be awarded to a Full-time 
drama student for the performance in English or Welsh of 
two dramatic excerpts by a Welsh playwright. 

(c) Speech Prize— This prize, value £2 Os. Od., is awarded 
annually by Mrs. David Bowen to the Full-time student who has 
made most progress in Speech during the year. 

(d) Stage Management Prize. —This prize, value £2 Os. Od., is 
awarded annually by Peter Palmer Esq., to the Full-time 
student who has made the most valuable contribution to 
Back-Stage work during the year. 
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General Information 

1. Cheques and Money Orders for fees should be made 
payable to:—

and all fees must be paid before tuition is received. Students who 
fail to pay their fees during the first week of each term may be required 
to pay the additional late fee of 10/-. 

2. Students intending to withdraw from the College must 
give at least a half-term’s notice in writing to the Registrar before 
half-term. Notice given to a tutor is not valid. 

3. Each student will be issued with a pass to be produced 
(if required) at the entrance gate. This procedure is adopted to 
ensure admission after the normal hours of Castle Tours and is 
also intended to facilitate entry when the Castle Green or the 
Banqueting Hall is the venue of special events. This pass will 
admit the student at all times during College hours. The Common 
Room is for the use of Full-course students only, except when 
required for a recital, rehearsal or class. 

4. No absence from classes is allowed without the permission 
of the Principal, Vice-Principal or Registrar In the case of absence 
of Full-course students, immediate notification must be sent to the 
Principal stating the reason. A medical certificate must be sent 
if the absence exceeds three days. This regulation must be strictly 
adhered to. 

5. Cycles must be left in the racks provided. No responsibility 
can be accepted by the College for theft of, or damage to, cycles 
or other property left on the premises. 

6. The indicator board in the Entrance Hall will show which 
studios are being used. Special notices, including the last dates of 
entry for examinations, will be shown on the blackboards in the 
Entrance Hall. 

7. Certain rooms and corridors in the Castle are forbidden to 
students. These are indicated and must not be entered except as 
a member of a party conducted by one of the official guides. Any 

infringement of this regulation will involve the immediate dismissal 
of the student concerned. 

8. Announcements of concerts and recitals by College 
students will be posted on the notice boards in the Entrance Hall. 
Selected students will be directed to assist at these events (or at 
outside functions at the direction of the Principal )when they will 
be required to give their services without fee. Full-course students 
may be called upon to help other students and, if needed, to act 
as accompanists for solo or class work. 
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9. In view of the great pressure upon studio space, students 
should make arrangements for private practice away from the 
College, but studios, if vacant, may be allocated to Full-time students. 

10. Students must not bring cars into the grounds. There are 
several motor parks in the vicinity of the Castle. 

11. Students are permitted to smoke only in the Common 
Room. 

12. College blazer badges and silk squares may be worn by 
Full-course and Part-time students (not junior students). Scarves in 
the College Students’ Union colours may be worn by Full-course 
students only. Information regarding these may be obtained from 
the Secretary of the Students’ Union. 

13. Urgent telephone messages will be delivered when possible, 
but students will not be called to the telephone. 

14. All communications are sent to a student’s registered 
address. Immediate notification must be given of any change. 

15. In the case of absence of the normal tutor, students may 
be allocated to another tutor, and enrolment as a student is accepted 
only on condition that the Principal’s decision on this matter is 
recognised without question. Lessons missed through the absence 
of tutors will be made up; those missed on account of students’ 
absence will usually be forfeited. Tutors are not permitted to carry 
lessons forward to the following term, unless such arrangements 
are approved by the Principal. 

16. Every endeavour will be made to allocate a Part-time 
student to the tutor of his or her choice, but no guarantee can be 
given that such tutor will be available. The Principal reserves the 
right to decide upon the most suitable tutor. 

17. Students for part-time tuition should enrol and forward the 
necessary fees as early as possible before the term begins. Early 
application facilitates a student’s choice of tutor and time. In view 
of the great demand for certain subjects, especially in the evenings, 
tutors and times may be completely booked up at an early date. 

18. The normal minimum age for admission to the Junior 
Departments is 11 years, and the age for the Senior Departments 
is 15 years. There is at present no maximum age limit for admission 
except in the case of Full-course students, who should not, as a 
rule, be over 25, though this regulation may be relaxed under 
special circumstances. 
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19. The College Authorities maintain the right to terminate 
the course of any student who, in the opinion of the Principal and 
Staff, is not making adequate progress. 

20. In order to safeguard the interests of the College and to 
maintain a high standard of performance, Full-course students 
and any combined group of Part-time students must obtain the 
permission of the Principal before giving public performances 
outside the College. 

Professional engagements by Full-course students may be 
undertaken with the permission of the Principal provided (a) that 
their studies are not affected, and (b) that the terms of engagement 
are those generally accepted by professional organisations. 

21. Any infringement of the regulations or any improper 
conduct shall subject the student, at the direction of the Governors, 
to suspension or dismissal from the College.
